specific combination claimed, to teach: 

forming a conductive layer on an interlayer 208 (fig. 3C) and within contact holes 
210a, 210b (fig. 3C); patterning the conductive layer to form buried contact structures 
212b (fig. 3C) and a bit line 212a (fig. 3C); forming a blocking layer 214 (fig. 3D) to 
prevent oxygen diffusion; and among other limitations as recited in the independent 
claims 1, 8 and 16.
